c. If an applicant under this section is eligible
to receive renewable electricity production credits
authorized under section 45 of the Internal Revenue
Code, as amended, and the tax credit applicant is a
partnership, limited liability company, S corporation,
estate, trust, or other reporting entity all of the
income of which is taxed directly to its equity
holders or beneficiaries, for the taxes imposed under
chapter 422, division 11 or 111, the tax credit
certificates and all future rights to the tax credit
in this section may be distributed to an equity holder
or beneficiary as a liquidating distribution or
portion thereof, of a holder or beneficiary®s interest
in the applicant entity.
